LINEMAN KILLED BY LIVE WIRE AT FIRST 
AND VERMILION WHILE CROWD LOOKS ON 


Hangs in the Air for Five Minutes While ites While the Deadly Curren: Current Runs T hrough his Body—Cur- 


rent Stopped by the Power House After Teiephone Message is Received

While engaged in repairing. wiring 
this afternoon at First and Vermilion, 
Pat O'Neil, a lineman in the employ 
of the city, came in contact with a live 
wire, receiving the full charge of 2,300 
volts and died on the corner later, 

As soon as the accident was dis- 
covered, the other men who wero 
working on the pole with bim imme- 
diately telephoned to the electric light 
and poweF department and the power 
on that ciroulf was out off. All this 
occupied only five minutes, but during 
that time O'Neil was lying with his 
body across the deadly wire. 

Within 10 minutes W, Barnhouse, 
foreman for.the oity, arrived, and 
without any gloves or belt immediately 
set about the hazardous work of low-

ering the unconscious man to the 
ground. 

‘As O'Neil was lowered into the arms 
of the waiting policemen .he was im- 
mediately carried to a shady spot at 
the side of one of the buildings, and 
Drs.

Beyond a gasp or two no progress 
had been made up until three o'clock, 
and soon afterwards he died. 

During the 10 minutes in which the 
unfortunate man hung suspended In 
the network of wires at least 500 por- 
sons had gathered and the police patrol 
whioh had been summoned had great 
difficulty. in keeping back the crowd.

dry goods. The fron market fs dull, 
but there is a good eall for hardware. 
Receipts of hides are fair and in some 
cases improvements noted for Jeather, 
With both commodities firmly held, 

At Quebee general trade is quite 
Well maintained, and local manufactur- 
ers are fairly busy. 

In the far west and northwest there 
seems to be a slight improvement, the 
generally favorable crop prospects hav- 
ing had a stimulating effeet on busi- 
ness, 

Winnipeg reports’ that retail ernake 
of merchandiso have been well reduced, 
but merchants are not yet disposed to 
buy much beyond immediate require- 
ments.

The animals were captured In 
record time, ‘Mr. Dubord only having 
éen away from Athabasca 18 days, 
Almost immediately on Mr. Dubord's 
arrival in ‘town, the whole econsign- 
ment of foxes were bought by J. W. 
Ward, acting on behalf of a syndicate 
of Prince Edward Island breeders, for 
$27,000. The deal was made through 
L. W) Brown, barrister. The exact lo- 
ealion in which he caught the foxes is 
a closely guarded secret. 

Ofr. Dubord had. six of the finest 
pure dDlack pups Which have been cap- 
tured this season, four dogs and two 
females, There were 60 cross pups, 
andl ten reds, 

Owing to tthe dange number of live 
foxes which have been taken (his year, 
the priea.. has slumped. considerably, 
In ordinary. circumstances, the six 

lack foxes alone would easily have 
fetched $27,000, but, as Mr. Dubord 
was only away on the trail for 18 days, 
he considers that he has not been bad- 
ly paid for his time. 

Apart from the phenominally © shoré 
time which savas taken In capluring such 
a Jarge number of foxes, Mt. Dubord's 
experience {s regarded as unprecedent- 
ed, inasmuch ag he only took 10 com- 
mon reds out of a catch of 76. Mr, 
Dubord is an old-timer in the norte 
country, and is an experienced trap- 
per. ‘Learning where there were sev- 
eral litters of foxes in the country 
north of Athabasca, he at once set out 
wilh a small party to capture them, 

The 10 reds are of more value gor 
breeding purposes [nan is ordinart- 
ly the case, for, a5 they came from a 
district Where Diack and cross foxes 
abound it Js probable that they will 
throw back cross foxes, when suitably 
mated. It-is understood that Mie Due 
bord knows where he ¢an oblain an- 
other large cateh of foxes, and he is 
organizing another expaditi on, winch 
will start ott on the guest of the ani- 
mals immediately.

FORTS WILL NOT 
EIVE PROTECTION 


Visitor to the City Says That 
in His Opinion They Will 
Be More of a Menace 


WELL-DIRECTED SHOT 
WOULD DESTROY LOCK 


Waterway Will Be Ready for 
Ships to Pass Through It !n 
Three Months If No More 
Landslides Occur, 


“Tho - United Stales * government 
could not hold the Panama canal. 24 
hours should any of the world powers 
decide that they want to take it,”" said 
W. L. Murlin, of Sacramento, Califor- 
nia, who has spent the dast 42 months 
in the canal zone as a government time- 
‘keeper, 

According to Mr, Murlin, the 8330,- 
000,000 ditch will be completed in 
time to send ships through {t within 
the next three months, providing, of 
course, that. there are no more earth 
slides near Culebra, such as have 0c- 
curred during the past four months. 
Mo last slide took placo in June, when 
‘thousands of tons of rock and olay 
slid into the cut: which had been com- 
pleted. - Fifteen gigantic steam shovels, 
each capable of ifting four tons, were 
immediately put Lo work, and were ot- 
cupied for 23 idays In removing the 
debris which slid into the big ditch in 
as many seconds. . 

_ ‘The canal has } ‘ 
$300.000,000, andat:least:$30,000,000 
more Will ‘be required:before itis ‘com- 
plete and ready to turn‘over to the ca- 
nal conimission.. This includes only the 
canal and locks proper, ant does not 
take ‘in any of the’ proposed forts and 
mines which are to be established for 
the protection of the canal. 

"In addilion to this expenditure, the 
nature of:the ground through which 
the big ditch passes !s° such: that Col- 
onel Goethals -and his engineers. have 
estimated that a fund of at least $2,- 
000,000 annually will be required for 
mainlenance purposes. 

; More of a Menace. 

Discussing the question of fortifying 
the canal, Mr. Murlin: slated: that the 
concensus of opinion of the canal com- 
mission is» that forlifleations would 
prove more-of a menace than a protec- 
tion. For the forts «nd mining opera- 
lions which would be— necessary. at 
each end of the canal at least $100,- 
000,000 would be required, that Js if 
the canal avere to be: made practically 
impregnable, and even ‘that Is only a 
question of opinion. 
| Rngineers of the army and navy de- 
jpartment are divided in their views as 
to whether or not fortifcations would 
prove of any value. 
their last report pointed out that the 
fortifleations whieh could be installed 
would prove of little or no benefit In 
case of war if the U.S. fleets were 
being rushed from one coast to an- 
other. Only one battleship at a time 
could be locked through the canal, As 
a result, if a foreign power werc wait- 
{ng on the west coast for the appear- 
ance, through the canal, the U. S. war- 
shins, they would have all the advant- 
ace in point of numbers. Mines would 
protect the entrance to the canal from 
aitner end, but, as Mr. Murlin pointed 
ont, one well direcled shell would 
wreck a Jock and put the entire canal 
out of cominission anywhere from 24 
hours to a week, 

No Definito Decision. 

Tho government has not as yet

NOT DEALING WITH PERSONS 
BUT WITH A CONDITION 

Those members of the city council who con- 
stitute {he car-barn committee, or the anti- 
Chalmers committee, whichever one chooses to 
call it, should take into consideration the fact that 


they are dealing not with persons but with a con- 
dition founded upon practice of long standing and 
in conformity with precedents too numerous to 
mention. The Elizabeth street deal, involving 
$506,000, the new city block, the purchase of the 
Hudson Bay park, and half a dozen other trans- 
actions of consequence last year, were all over- 
expenditures, 

The fact that these were all over expenditures, 
and that the city over-expended to the extent of 
nearly three million last year, does not make the 
car barn over-expenditure right, any more than 
any other over-expenditures were right. 

But lo sort out the car barn, because that ap- 
pears to be the job which can be most definitely 
loaded upon the particular commissioner with 
whom the mayor happens to have had the dif- 
ference, to parade this as though it had been the 
one and only case of over-expenditure worthy of 
attention, and to seek to lodge in the public mind 
the belief that the whole onus for this particular 
over-expenditure {s upon. the one commissioner 
who bas: harvested the mayor’s detestation, Is 
altogether too thin a proceeding to be accepted by 
the public as a disinterested effort to remedy the 
affairs In the city offices. 

The Capital holds no brief for any commis- 
sloner or any ex-commissioner, or any clvic em- 
ployee, but the Capital was fighting the battle for 
regularity in city affairs last year, at a time when 
every one of the members who was a member of 
last year’s council and who js now on the committee 
was. sitting tight and allowing the very over- 
expenditures to go along with less consideration 
than would have characterized ‘‘Death-Valley 
Scotty" or ‘‘Bet-you-a-million’’ Gates. 

And having been in this position, and they in 
that; the Capital feels quite at liberty. to point out 
that Commissioner Harrison’s present stand is ab- 
solutely correct when he declares that the fault is 
not in the men entrusted with the administration 
but with the system under which they are cailed 
upon to administer; as a consequence of which 
the remedy is not to be found in pestering out of 
oftice those chosen to administer or setting out 
through one-sided procedure to “get” the individual 
who may have happened to merit personal dis- 
approval. 

Considering’ the attitude of commendation 
and endorsation adopted by the Bulletin and the 
Journal toward the Armstrong administration after 
It had embarked upon the over-expenditure which 
was so apparent to all last year, the present self- 
righteous and unctious horror of these journals 
toward ‘the same thing today is altogether toa 
ridiculous for consideration. 


THE SCHOOL BOARD'S ATTITUDE 
ON THE FAIR WAGE CLAUSE. 


The school board takes the remarkable stand 
that.as the men engaged on the school buildings 
asked ‘to be allowed to work nine hours instead of 
eight, the school board’s responsibility in the mat- 


eee 
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ter ends; that so far as the board is concerned the 
fair wage clause has been observed. 

This attitude sets at defiance the whole funda- 
mental of the fair wage’ clause. The purpose of 


the fair wage is to so regulate wages that in the’ 


matter of wages each contractor will be upon an 
equal basis with any other contractor. In tender- 
ing, every contractor is required to figure on that 
minimum. What men are willing to work for can- 
not be allowed to enter into the case, for the reason 
that wherever a contractor is allowed to accept the 
offers of those driven to it to work for less wages 
or longer hours, that contractor is immediately in 
a position to undersell those who observe the clause 
in its entirety. When the school board permits a 
nine-hour day, the ninth hour to be paid for at the 
same rate as the other eight, it places the contrac- 
tor enjoying this advantage in a position of advan- 
tage over other contractors in: competition with 
whom he received the contract. The ultimate 
working out of such an arrangement must be to 
destroy the fair wage clause and drive wages down 
through the medium of competition to the place 
where the work will be done bythose who are com- 
pelled to accept as wages whatever is sufficient to 
maintain them while they are doing the work. The 
penalty which the city pays for this arrangement 
is that sooner or later it will have to feed, during 
the time they are not working, the families of the 
men who have not the opportunity to make enough 
in working seasons to take care of themselves and 
their families In spells of enforced idleness. 


THE SYNDICATE AVENUE 
PROTEST. 


Residents of Syndicate avenue are giving form 
and purpose to their protest against the action of 
the city council in handing over the old car barns 
to the school department to be used as a school in- 
stead of as a park. If this protest goes to the 
courts, as now seems probable, there is little doubt 
that the city will be defeated. The property in the 
first place was donated to the city for a par. It 
was not donated with any other intention, | and 
“The Syndicate;”’-as the group of people who made 
the donation: were ‘known, made their intention 
plain'in the donation. The city has no more right 
to apply this property to another purpose than had 
the provincial government to apply the Waterways 
bond money to a purpose for which the money was 
not originally raised. Both cases are exactly on all 
fours, and the result in the Waterways case is alto- 
gether too well known to admit of any doubt as to 
what would be the outcome should the Syndicate 
avenue residents undertake to fight their case,

TODAY IN DOMINION 
“HISTORY. 


Giovanni sda \Vorrazzano, an Italian 
navigator. who ¢onimanded the first 
Trench expedition to America sent out 
under royal:-/auspices, arrived at 
Dieppe on this date in the year 1524, 
after’ a sticoéssful/¥oyage-in which he 
traversed the: coast:.of North America 
from North Carolina to Nova Scotla 
and. Newfoundland... Upon’ his return 
from the country which ho called 
“New France," Verrazzano wrote a 
letter to his royal patron, Franols [., 
in which he: gave: an-interesting  de- 
scription of the Canadians of the early 
sixteenth century. He wrote: 

‘““The people were entirely different 
from the others we had seen, whom 
we had found kind and gentle, but 
these were s0 rude and barbarous that 
we were unable by any signs we could 
make to hold “communication: with 
them. They clothe themselves In the 
skins of bears, lynxes, seals, and other 
animals. Thelr food, as far as we 
could Judge by several visits to thelr 
dwellings, is obtained by nunting and 
fishing, and certain fruits, which are a 
sort of root of spontaneous growth. 
They have no pulse, and we. saw no 
signs of cultlyation; the land appears 
sterile and unfit for growing of fruit 
or grain of any-kind. If we wished at 
any time to traftick with them, they 
came to the sea shore -and- stood upon 
the rocks, from which: they lowered 
down by a cord to our. boats beneath 
whatever they had to barter, continu- 
ally crying out to us not to come 
nearer, and Instantly demanding from 
us that which was to be given in: ex- 
change; they took from us only 
knives, fish hooks and sharpened tools. 
No regard waa pald to our courtesies; 
When wo had nothing left to exchange 
with them, the men at’ our departure 
made the most brutal signs of disdata 
and contempt. possible."

To investigate conditions in Alberta 
with a, view; to. startling «a fox ranoh 
close to Edmonton W. J. Trotter, of 
Summerside, P.E.1., isin the city ta- 
day. Mr, Trotter is heavily interested 
in two of the largest fox ranches on 
the Island, but has about..come to the 
‘concluston that Alberta. offers ‘botter 
opportunities for the raising of foxes, 

Mr. Trotter was in the city last fall 
and that time completed negotiations 
for the purchase of 20 black foxes, 
Theso were captured by traders in the 
north country and shipped:to the farms} ! 
in Prince Edward Island last month, 

In discussing ‘the fox breeding in- 
dustry with. a Capital representative 
this morning, Mr. Trotter stated that 
the demand for live animals far. exceed- 
ed the supply. It was true that o large 
number had been captured {n Alberta 
this year and shipped east, but those 
taken from their native haunts did not 
produce fur equal to those raised and 
cultivated In captivity. Ho was of the 
opinion that for the next 20 years, al 
least, that the price for live foxes 
would show no apreciable decrease, 

Al-the ranches in which he is Inter- 
esled more applications for live foxes 
have been received this year, than could 
be filled, even with the best of luck, 
in the next four years. 

Mr. Trotter is investigating the 
merits of the distriot around Athabas- 
ca and announces that It ig very pro- 
bable that a fox farm will be establish- 
ed in that locality this fall. Several 
pairs of foxes would be shipped from 
‘ne east-as the nuoleus for the farm 
in case tt ia estublished.

Grand Duchess Marie of Luxemburg, 
the youngest of Europe's reigning 
princes, The youthful monarch of the 
little German state rules, by the grace 
of God and Emperor William, in tho 
stead of the Duke of Connaught, now 
fovernor-general of Canada, who re- 
fused the throne, He is the only. son 
of the late Duke of Albany, fourth son 
of Queen Victoria, His succession was 
in this wise:

Prof. Edward Charles Pickering, di- 
rector of Harvard Observatory since

especially the work. of Miss Annie 
Cannon, of the Harvard staff, who is 
engaged in making a classification of 
tho stars according to their spectra. 
Prof. Pickering established the first 
physical laboratory in America, and 
devised the meridian photometer and 
other . advances In the science of as- 
tronomy. As to the perennial ques- 
tion, ‘Is Mars inhabited?" Prof. 
Pickering candidly admils that he 
knows less than the average man, for 
he hasn't even a theory to offer on Lhe 
subject.

LOT 10 LEARN} 


Champion Who. Had Brains 
Enough to Retire Before 
Beaten Says Boxing 
Deteriorating 


New York, July 19,.—A short time 
ago Jack MoAullffe, tha only fighter 
‘who has sense enough to retire while 
he was still a champion, had a Iittle 
chat on the relative merits of the fight- 
ers of today and those of the past. Of 
course, Jack, being of ‘the old school, 
was inclined to the bellef that the old 
present idea of swinging blindly at a 
accurate punchers, and that every blow 
they landed counted. He deplored the 
the logic of lls contention, But tho 
old champion didn't blame {t all on the 
boxers, ‘‘It's the gloves whioh ara to 
blame,” he sald. 


With Bare Knuckles, 


“The present day fghter,"’ said Mo- 
Aullife, “has his hands upholstered 
with those big mitts, and he never 
gives his bread-~vinners a thought. He 
swings wildly, trusting to luck more 
(lan to Judgment. If ho misses he 
doesn’t oare. ‘Vho Idea of an injury oo- 
ourrlng never enters his mind, 

“In the old days a fighter boxed 
with his bare knuckles or with skin- 


tight gloves. Me didn't dare let a 
punch go at random. Jf ho aid, dis- 
located knuckles or broken hands 


would result. He had to be sure that 
his punch would not hit a hard sur- 
face, Therefore, he practiced acour- 
acy much the same as a tennis play- 
er trains to hit the ball where the oth- 
er fellow isn't. And being acourate 
in their delivery made loud fighters 
heavier punchers than those of today. 
When they picked out their mark to ‘hit 
they hit with all thelr power behind 
the punoh, ‘Today the fighter is only 
anxious to Jand a punch,” He doesn’t 
sare where it lands, Te hopes jt will 
hit'a vital point... Usually when, he 
does succéed In landing he. {s out of 
position for the dellvery of oa hard 
smack, and the blow does nol have the 
required effect." 

To this Mike Gibbons, probably the 
cleverest hoxer In the world today, ao- 
quiesces. There ts no more accurato 
hitter in the ‘boxing game now,. And 
Mike came by that essoentsal tralt by 
having his two thumbs dislocated in 
an early bout. 

"Tr use’ to Tut wildly.” sald Miko, 
“and I misoued often. In one-of my 
first ring baltles my fo thumbs wore 
pushed out of their places. That set 
mo thinking, Thon It was that I mado 
up my toind that I would never let a 
punch go unless I> was sure that It 
would reach the mari... I praotioed the 
thing for along limo, and that Is why 
I go along today missing few punches 
that I start. The worst of. most of 
the fellows who are In the boxing game 
{s that they never ‘think far enough 
ahead. If they seo a little opening thoy 
let go with all their might. In matches 
l leave my face apparently unguarded. 
Nine out of ten of the men who box 
me will let a swing go at it. “All 1 do 
is to move my head backward or for- 
ward, and thus let the punch sail by 
mo, or take It around my neck,

EUROPEAN LABOR AFFAIRS 
TOLD IN LONDON LETTER 


The great dispute of the moment in 
the United Kingdom continues to be 
that affecting unskilled and. semi- 
skilled workers in the Midland metal 
trade. These are men who have 
struck by the thousand in the last few 
weeks for a minimum weekly wage of 
$5.75 and also for the readjustment 
of day rates and piece rates, The 
number on strike at the moment Is be- 
tween 30,000 and_ 40,000 and another 
40,000. men are for the moment with- 
holding their notices pending negctia- 
tons, ‘Ten important firms employ- 
{ng over five thousand men haye given 
way in the course of the Jast fortnight. 
Very great suffering is, of course, be- 
Ing felt by the strikers and their 
families. and this Is being kept down 
to.a minimum by outside financial ald. 
Other unions have voted relief funds 
whilst the strikers organize . daily 
numbers of  money-raising,.. marches 
throughout. the surrounding country 
and towns, One of these marches may 
extend to London. 


The other jmportant strike of tha 


moment also concerns very poorly 
pald workers, These are the agricul- 
tural laborers, who, as already re- 


ported in these columns, have lately 
Btarted to organize In a surprising and 
most successful style. - Statements of 
thefr demands have also been given 
here. This week it remains to note 
that the first strike of farm laborers 


on record {fn this country has dtaken 
Place, the locality. being Southwest 
Lancashire. . The workers on the 


“downed ‘tools"’ and aro 
wacre Imported 
lshor is endeavored to be used, . The 
hourly object of the strikers is, of 
course, to prevent farm produce from 
leaving the ‘farms, Bands of. cyclists 
have been organized to watch the whola 
district and bring information to the 
strike commiltee at once, The carts 
laden ~vith black leg raised produce are 
then stopped and unloaded or turned 
where. police protection Is excessive. 
In some oases as many as 50 police- 
men accompany convoys of farm pro- 
duce from the struck farms Into Liyer- 
pool market. (Under. the control of 
the National Laborers’ union the men 
oro determined and refuse to consider 
anything short of a 42 hour day and 
Saturday half-holiday, a minimum wagev 
of $6.00 a week and the recognition of 
the union. “ ; 

In the way of peaceful gains has 
to be noted the red letter day of June 
26 amongst the brass workers, On 
that date the executive committee of 
the National Brassworkers' association, 
meeling {in Birmingham, unanimously 
approved the settlement of the wages 
question as negotlated-on behalf of the 
omployers and men by R. G. Evered, 
president of the Masters’ association, 
and W, J. Davis, general secretary of 
the men’s organization.
